PREFATORY CONSIDERATIONS, 


NE, the members of this Society, taking into 
ſerious confideration, our lableneſs to 2 variety 
of alflictions in this mortal life, 4 mutually 1 
agree to form a Brotherly Connection, to lend 


each other that aid and ſupport, in times of 
adverſity, age, and infirmity, which in Jack 
caſes is neceſſary and deſirable. | . \ That it may . 
be done without burdening any individual, we 0 
agree to obſerve the following Ron zs, for the 'S 
purpoſes of raifing a Fund, and the eftabliſh= © 
ment of order and regularity among us. | 8 
© ARTICLE 1. 
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ESOLVED, that we unite in chriſtian 

love and the fear of God: immoralities, 
and diſorderly. conduct (hall be conſcientiouſly 
avoided by every one of us. We will meet at 
the Society-Room the firſt Monday in every 
month; the hours of meeting ſhall be from 
ſeven to nine o'clock in the evening, but if 
buſineſs requires longer time, till the books are 
cloſed. All our meetings ſhall opef and cloſe 
with prayer; the Secretary ſhall open the meet- 
ings, and the members take it in turn to cloſe 
the ſame. No one ſhall at any time propoſe 


the omitlion of prayer at beginning or ending, 


on a fine of 2s, 6d. or be excluded. Our be- 
| Haviour and converſations ſhall be ſuch as be- 
come our allegiance to Chriſt, good ſubjects, 
and good citizens. 

II. This Society ſhall conſiſt of Proteſtants 
only ; ; Papiſts and Swedenborgians we reject. 

2dly. No pious perſons from either of the 
Proteſtant denominations ſhall be objected to, 
if Calviniſtical in ſentiment, or not diſpoſed to 
Tp rail againſt it; which ſhall not be ſuffered. | 
ly Proteſtant Difſenters of the above de- 
ſeription, we have a peculiar deſire to welcome 
among us. 
; athly, For the promotion of piety and good 
order among us, it is reſolved to admit none 
but with a recommendation from one of our 


$ members, who knows them to be ſober perſons, 


and religiouſly inclined ; except ſuch as are 
generally known tg be pious characters; ſuch 
may come forward! and propoſe themſelves.

sthly. Perſons propoſed for admiſſion, not 
generally known, ſhall ſtand candidates till the 
next monthly meeting, and if upon enquiry it 
appears proper to receive them, they ſhall then 
be admitted. ; 

6thly. Our enquiries and converſations upon 
the propriety or impropriety of receiving per- 
ſons propoſed, ſhall be prudently entered upon 
by us, that no perſon's character may ſuffer b 
it: any tranſgreſſing this rule ſhall be fined 
28. 6d. or be excluded. 

7thly. Every one admitted a member of this 
Society mult be able to earn at leaſt 10s. 6d. 
per week, at his uſual calling. 

8thly. Thoſe admitted after there are thirty 
members mult pay 2s. 6d. entrance ; after fifty 
members, 5s.; after one hundred members, 
10s. 6d. and be allowed to pay it at three 
monthly meetings, if needed—longer time ſhall 
not be granted. | 
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III. No perſon ſhall be admitted into this 


Society who is above forty, or under eighteen 
years of age, except ſuch young petſon be in- 
dependent of ſuperiors, and ſuch a character as 
the preceding article requires; nor any that is 
afflicted with an habitual or incurable diſorder, 


or that lives in the practice of any known wil- 


ful fin. If any come in among us, contrary ta 
this rule, and it be proved afterward, he or 
they, ſhall be excluded immediately without - 


benefit. —The number of members ſhall re- 
main indefinite. =_ © 


: 


IV. No member of another benefit Society 4 
ſhall be admitted into this, while he remains a 
member of that Society; nor ſhall any from 

this to another, while he remains with us. 
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any member attempts a violation of this rule, 
and it be clearly proved, he ſhall be excluded 


without benefit. But this ſhall not reject a 


Shipwright, if a ſerious character, nor forbid 
a member's becoming a ſubſcriber to the 
Tontine. : 

V. No perſon ſhall be admitted into this 
Society who works at the White Lead Houſe, 
Colouring Houſe, or any poiſonous employ- 


ment ; other callings not dangerous to health 


we do not reject, it they amount to the wages 
required in the 6th particular of the ſecond ar- 
ticle, except ſoldiers and failors. If any come 
among us that this rule excludes, and it be 
proved afterward, they ſhall be ejected without 


benefit. If any member be impreſſed into his 
Majeſty's ſervice in time of war, and he ſur- 
vive and return, he ſhall bt received as a free 
"member, except he has a penſion from govern- 


ment. Any perſon drawa in the militia, and 
obliged to go, he in like manner ſhall be re- 
ceived upon his return; but in both theſe 
caſes, it ſhall be upon condition they remain 
what we underſtood them to be when they were 
received, that is—ſerious perſons. 

VI. Every member ſhall pay to the joint 
Stock 18. 6d. per month. No money ſhall be 
ſpent on the monthly meetings; nor will we 


ever meet at a public-houſe. No member ſhall 


remain in arrears longer than two monthly 


msetings; and if he does not clear off his 
. arrears the ſecond monthly meeting, ſhall for- 
Nit 6d. and be written to by the Secretary; 
the third monthly meeting he muſt pay both 


ſubſcriptions and fine, or forfeit 1s.; and if 


he neglects to clear off entirely the fourth 


meeting 
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meeting, he ſhall then be excluded without 


benefit. A month's notice ſhall ever precede Ke 


excluſion, nor any be excluded without it, 


The Secretary neglecting to give this notice, - 


ſhall be fined 1s. 

VII. There ſhall be a box with three 
ſeparate locks, to depoſit the Society's money 
in. There ſhall be a Secretary to remain in 
office, and two Stewards choſen twice every 
year, after the firſt year is expired; the times 
of chuſing ſhall be the monthly meetings in 
January and July. The Secretary and Stewards 
ſhall each keep a key of the box, and if either 
of the keys are hurt or loſt, they that were 


intruſted with them muſt make them good 


A reſponſible perſon ſhall be choſen to keep 
the box, and give ſecurity for its full value, 
and the return of the ſame to the Society-room, 
as often as called for. The Secretary's office 


ſhall be perpetual, that is, ſo long as he is able 


to fulfil it, if he chuſes to remain in it, and 
diſcharge the duties of it with propriety. He 


ſhall have a quarterly ſalary of three-pence 


from every member in the Society. 


VIII. All the members ſhall pay one whole 


year before they are free of benefit. After that, 
if any member is fick, or any way afflicted by 


the hand of God, ſo as to be incapable of his 
employment, he ſhall receive nine ſhillings per 


week if but one hundred pounds are in the., - 
box, and Zen ſhillings if two hundred pounds 
are in it, during his incapacity ; but if that 
incapacity continue longer than three months 


his pay muſt be reduced if the ſtate of the fand 
requires it. 


2dly. If any member feign himſelf fick 
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with a view to get money when he needs it not, 
and it be proved againſt him, he ſhall be ex- 
cluded immediately without benefit, and ad- 
mitted no more, 

3dly. If any fick member receiving pay, be 
found working any otherwiſe than by appro- 
bation of this Society, upon notice given, he 
or they ſhall be excluded immediately without 
return: but this ſhall not forbid a ſick brother 
in trade, the ſettling his own accounts, if ne- 
ceſſary, nor his walking out to take freſh air, 
for the recovery of his health. The ſick muſt 
pay their monthly ſubſcriptions, and they ſhall 
be paid from the time they reported, till reco- 
vered. 

IX. No member ſhall receive any kind of 
benefit from this Society, for afflictions brought 
upon himſelf by lewdneſs, or any unlawful ex- 
erciſe. If any of our members at any time or 
place, are guilty of drunkenneſs, or any other 
immorality whatever, and it be proved by two 
of our members, he vr they ſhall be repre- 
hended, and fined 2s. 6d. for the firſt offence, 
and if found guilty of a ſecond offence, ſhall 
be excluded without benefit. As this reſpects 
the conduct of members out of the Society- 
room, thoſe who know another guilty of crimes 
muſt report it to the Stewards and Secretary, 
and they ſhall be warned to appear at the next 
monthly meeting ; there the matter ſhall be 

fairly ſtated, and if the complained perſon be 
proved guilty, he ſhall receive his reprehenſion 

and fine; but if it be proved a falſe accuſation, 

the accuſers ſhall have the reproof of the ac- 
cuſed. The complained perſon not appearing 
wuhen warned, ſhall be held guilty, and fined 
2 ö | accordingly ; 
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accordingly; and on refuſing of either, be 
excluded. 

X. Every member above ſixty years of age, 
ſhall be allowed fen pounds per annum if 10001. 
are in the box; eight pounds per annum if. 
8001. or 500]. are in the ſame, more or leſs, in 
proportion to the ability of the fund. The 
aged ſhall pay their monthly ſubſcriptions till 
they die; and their pay ſhall continue from 
its commencement to the day of their death, "} 
They may do what they are able, to ſtrengthen + 

their income; and when they die, we will 
bury them in a decent manner, but wall be at 
hberty to give or withhold a legacy, as pru- 
dence may dictate, and the caſe require. 

XI. When any free member dies under ſixty 
years of age, he ſhall be buried by this Society; 
eight pounds ſhall be allowed for the funeral 
of a free member, one half to the expence of 
the funeral, and the other half given to his 
widow or executor ; four pounds ſhall be al- 
lowed a free member at the death of his wife, 
to be laid out at his own diſcretion in the ex- 
pence of her burial. 0 

2dly. After the firſt three years, in caſe we 
have 200l. in the box, there ſhall be ten pounds 
allowed at the death of a free member, and 

five pounds at the death of his wife ; to be laid 
out as above ſpecified. x N 

3dly. When death happens to either a free 
member or his wife, the ſurviving friendes 
muſt give notice to the Stewards within three 
hours after the deceaſe, if within three miles 
of the Society-room, and as ſoon as poſſible 1 
further off, upon a fine of 28. 6d. for delay. _ 
Athly. The Stewards ſhall give notice to the 
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Secretary, to ſend ſummonſes to every member 
one whole day before the interment. 

5thly. Any member abſenting himſelf when 
ſummoned on the occaſion, without evident 
neceſſity, ſhall be fined 1s. or be excluded: 
» 6thly. The Stewards and Secretary neglect- 
ing their duty in this buſineſs, ſhall be fined 
28. 6d. unleſs evident neceſſity hinder them, 
which muſt be proved, or they ſhall be ex- 
cluded. | 

XII. Every member ſhall pay 1s. 6d. at the 
funeral of a free member, and 1s. at the 
funeral of a free members wife. The attend- 
ance of all the members ſhall be determined by 
the deſire of the deceaſed, prior to his or her 
death, or by the deſire of the friends who ſur- 


vive. No impertinent unſeaſonable talk ſhall 


be fuffered at a funeral, but ſuch only as be- 
comes the awful ſolemnity. If any member in- 
troduce converſation contrary to this rule, at a 
funeral, he or they, ſhall be fined 2s. 6d. or 
be excluded. 

XIII. Any member ſhall be at liberty to re- 
fide in any part of the kingdom, but mult ſend 
notice in writing to the Stewards and Secretary 


within three months after his removal, and 


ſpecify the place of abode he is ſettled in, or 
be excluded. T7 
2dly. If he is ſick or maimed, ſo as to be 
unable to work, he muſt ſend a certificate of 
the ſame to the Stewards, figned by the Mi- 
niſter and Deacons, whoſe miniſtry he attends, 
or any two reputable perſons, whoſe veracity 
may be depended upon. Leſs than two repu- 


table names ſhall not be accepted. His diſ- 
order, and the time he was taken ill, muſt be 
noticed. | zaly.

2dly. Such abſent member muſt pay the 
fine impoſed on thoſe who refuſe to he Stew- 
ards. Abſence ſhall not excuſe any from a 
fine, when it comes to them to be Stewards : 
nor ſhall they be excuſed from the pay of a 
preſent member at a funeral. The abſent muſt 
clear off all accounts once in fix months, or 
be excluded. 

XIV. The Secretary and Stewards ſhall be 
in their places on the monthly meetings by 
ſeven o'clock in the evening, on a fine of 1s. 
for every wilful neglect. 

2dly. The Stewards and Secretary ſhall viſit 
the ſick every week ſeparately, each taking his 
day in rotation, and give the Society an ac- 
count of the ſtate of the ſick the next monthly 
meeting; or be fined for every wilful omiſſion 
7} 

3dly. Beſides the Stewards and Secretary 
there ſhall be fix viſiting members choſen, each 
of them ſhall viſit in the ſame manner as the 
Stewards and Secretary, that is, in rotation, 
or forfeit 1s. for every wilful neglect. | 

4thly. The viſitors ſhall pray with and ex- 
hort the ſick, according to the ability that God 
hath given them, Any of the members may 
viſit if they pleaſe: all the viſitors ſhall tell the 
Society the ideas they entertain of the ſick, or 
forfeit 18. | þ 

5thly. The Stewards, or one of them, ſhall 
carry the ſick members' money, and pay him; 
and when the ſick thall recover ſtrength, he 
muſt ſignify to the Stewards his intention of 
going off the box, or be excluded. 

6thly. A member refuſing to be Steward 
when it comes to his turn, ſhall be fined 28. 6d. 
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and on refuſal of either be excluded. Two 
brothers ſhall not be Stewards at one time, but 
they may ſucceed each other :—the Stewards 
ſhall be choſen from the members as they ſtand 
on the liſt, and the viſiting members alſo. 
XV. If at any time a Steward is ill, or goes 
out of town, the next member on the liſt ſhall 
ſerve in his place, on a fine of 1s. 3d. but ſuch 
ſervice for another, ſhall not excule him from 
ſerving for himſelf, when it comes to his turn. 
2dly. If any of the Society's money be ſpent 
by either of the Stewards contrary to the rules 
thereof, they ſhall make it good in one month, 
or be excluded, and be hable to be ſued for 
the ſame. The Stewards may have three 
pounds of the Society's money in their hands, 
but not more; they muſt give an account to 
the Society how they lay out the money en- 
truſted with them. | 
XVI. If any member is guilty of profane 
ſwearing, or abuſive language in any of our 
meetings, he ſhall be excluded immediately, 
without benefit. Curling, or drinking to ex- 
ceſs, ſhall never be ſuffered ; nor any one per- 
mitted to enter the Society-room diſguiſed 
with liquor, on any conſideration whatever. 
XVII. If any of the members have at any 
time any thing to propoſe to the Society, by 
way of improvement, they may do it at our 
monthly or annual meetings, but not elſewhere. 
Freedom of ſpeech ſhall be granted to any 
member that can ſhew good reaſon for his 
propoſal, nor ſhall any other member inter- 
rupt him. | | WE: 
. 2dly. The Secretary and Stewards ſhall have 
full power to command ſilence when , 
. an 
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and if not obeyed the firſt time, the offender 
ſhall forfeit 3d.; if he perſiſts in talking when 
commanded to be filent, he ſhall forfeit 6d: 
if guilty of the ſame offence again, ſhall for- 
feit 1s. or be excluded. 

2dly. Ten minutes ſhall be allowed to any 
member to ſpeak his ſentiments, and produce 
his arguments. No member ſhall talk in any 
language in our meetings, but the Engliſh only, 
on a fine of 6d. for the firſt offence ; nor ſhall 
any two members talk at a time upon the ſame 
fine, and double for the ſecond offence. A 
member may put the Secretary or Stewards in 
remembrance to command ſilence, if neceſſary; 
they neglecting it, ſhall forfeit 1s. But every 
member muſt avoid officious forwardneſs, or 
they ſhall be fined as needleſs talkers, as the 
Stewards are for neglecting duty. 

XVIII. On Wulr-Moxp Ax in every year, 
there ſhall be a convention of all the members 
at the Society-room ; when a hymn ſhall be 
ſung, a chapter read, and one of the members 
ſhall engage in prayer; then proceed in regular 
order to Cas TLE-GREEN MEETING, the firſt + 
year, to hear a ſermon on the occaſion : after 
divine worſhip, to return in the ſame order to 
the Society-room, and dine together in ſobriety 
and chriſtian friendſhip; , avoiding all exceſs 
and intemperance.—The Miniſter ſhall be in- 
vited to dine with us. | ; 

2dly. There ſhall be a collection at, the place 
of worſhip, at the cloſe of divine ſervicez the 
money collected ſhall be given to the poor, and 
laid out in ſuch pious purpoſes as ſhall be 
judged moſt proper, by this Society, or a ma- 
jority of the ſame.

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zdly. The morning of the day ſhall be ap- 
pointed for the purpoſe, and divine worſhip 
begin at eleven o clock. Every member muſt 


be in his place at the Society-room by ten 


o'clock, or a quarter after at the fartheſt, on 
a fine of 6d. and if abſent the whole day, with- 
out juſt cauſe, he ſhall be fined 1s. 6d. and on 
refuſal of either be excluded, 

4thly. As it is deſigned to admit ſerious 
perſons, not only from CasTLE-GREEN, but 
the Tabernacle, Bridge-ſtreet Chapel, Pithay 
and Broad-mead Meetings, and Lady Hunting- 
don's Chapel, that in caſe it be deſired, _ 
granted by a majority, we will worſhip a 
either of the places betore named after the firſt 
year; it ſhall be appointed by this Society 
where it ſhall be, the monthly meeting pre- 
ceding; and it is deſired that every member 
will be preſent at the laſt monthly meeting 
before the annual meeting. 

5thly. This is a perpetual rule, our annual 
worſhip ſhall never be at a pariſh Church, nor 
at any Meeting or place of worſhip, that is 
not Calviniſtical, But we do not intend to 
reject a ſerious church-man, if any may wiſh 
to join us, and conform to our rules. We 
mean the ſame thing to the pious of the Rev. 
John Weſley's connections, 

XIX Every member ſhall pay 1s. towards 
the expente of the dinner, or more if the ex- 


pee requires it. Any gentleman, who may

No member ſhall be ſuffered to ſay 
or do any thing to ſcandalize the Society, or 
any fellow-member ; nor ſhall any reflect upon 
a fick, aged, or infirm member, for receiving 
pay, upon a fine of 28. 6d. or immediate ex- 
cluſion. The afflicted ſhall be helped with- 
out reflection, and the aged paid without 
grudging. - 

2dly. If it appears at any time to the Se- 


cretary, Stewards, or viſiting members, that 


any attempt to impoſe upon us, they ſhall call | | 
a Committee, which may be compoſed of them- -- * 


ſelves and the next four members on the liſt : 
to this Committee the matter ſhall be fairly 


ſtated ; and they ſhall take ſuch ſteps for ſa- 


tisfaQtion, as to them appears moſt proper;

XXII. If any of the members ſh be

XXIII. The, firſt three years there ſhall be 
but eight pounds allowed at the death of a 
member, and four pounds at the death of a 
member's wife, let the ſum in the box be what 
it may. Afterward, if the ſtock be large 
enough, it ſhall be as the eleventh article 

ſpecifies. 
All fines ſhall go to the box, and when there 
is an eligible ſum, it ſhall be put out to in- 
tereſt; ſmall ſums on notes of hand, in a 
dubious way, ſhall never be lent to any one. 
When money is put out to intereſt, it ſhall be 
by the determination of the Society, or at leaſt 
by three-fourths of it. The Anniverſary will 
be the moſt proper time to appoint it, but we 
will be at liberty to do it when we think

XXIV. The members' names ſhall be called 
over by the Secretary immediately after the 
firſt prayer; and alſo at a quarter before nine 
o'clock, when the books will be cloſed ; but, 
ſhould any member be unavoidably detained, 
and enter the Society-room after the books are 
cloſed, he will be permitted to pay his ſub- 
ſcription-money before or at nine o'clock, after 


which time no money will be received.

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CONFIRMATION; 


IF at any future period it appears to this 
Society, or to a majority, that it is neceſſary 
to add to or alter any of theſe rules, we will 
be at liberty to do it. Any of the members 
may propoſe an alteration, if they can ſhew 
good reaſons for it, not otherwiſe. - There 
ſhall be a minute-book kept, to enter propoſals 
of this kind, and at the annual meeting it ſhall 
be diſcuſſed ; and if approved by a majority, 
it ſhall then be adopted: and when this takes.
